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October  marks  ihe  beginning  of  our  new  fiscal  year  (FY 
88)  and  the  completion  of  a  most  successful  year  of 
fundraising      for      KPFK.  Listener      support      has      increased 

26%  over  FY  87.  Indeed  this  has  been  an  extraordinary 
year  for  KPFK  and  there  have  been  some  extraordinary 
circumstances  as  well.  Contragate  was  a  big  success  at 
our  station  both  Tmancially  and  in  the  quality  of  the 
presenuiion,  and  your  incredible  support  during  our 
recent  FCC  battle  was  also  a  major  factor.  KPFK,  also 
for  the  first  lime  in  many  years,  began  sending  direct 
mail  pre-fund  drive  mailers  which  have  been 
cnoimously  successful. 


Our  actual  income  in  listener  support  for  this  FY  87  period  is  $547,550  which  is 
$113,550  over  the  projected  amount  of  $434,000.  The  Pacifica  budget  process  works 
on     the     basis     of     proven     revenue     in     projecting     for     the     coming     fiscal     year.  Therefore 

each  unit  of  the  foundation  can  only  budget  what  was  actually  raised  in  listener 
support  for  the  previous  year.  I  however  have  budgeted  less  than  what  was  proven 
based  on  the  fact  that  we  may  not  have  the  windfall  from  similar  events  like 
Contragate      or      the      same      success      with      our      diiect      mail      letters.  Notwithstanding      thai 

fact,  our  projected  income  of  $535,000  in  listener  support  for  FY  88  is  a  significant 
increase  from  FY  87  and  will  take  the  concerted  attention  of  our  staff  and  the  support 
of  our  listeners  to  make  that  a  reality.  I  think  that  this  year  has  signaled  a  healthy 
recovery  for  KPFK  and  your  support  has  been  most  critical.   We  thank  you. 

Our  expenses  on  the  other  side  of  the  budget  are  also  proportionately  higher. 
Presently  there  are  six  full  time  people  on  staff  and  seven  part  time  suff.  The  budget 
for  FY  88  represents  increases  in  staff  support  for  subscriptions,  production, 
programming,     reception     and     Folio     production.  In     addition,     a     long     overdue     7%     salary 

increase  has  been  included  for  full  time  staff  to  bring  the  base  salary  to  $18,000 
from  $16,900  and  a  10%  increase  for  half  time  staff  to  bring  the  base  lo  $8400  from 
S7642.  We  are  also  adding  dental  insurance.  The  rest  of  our  expenses  were  based  on 
previous      years'      figures,      rate      hikes      and      projected      increases      from      vendors.  Our      total 

budget  for  FY  88  is  $725,000  compared  to  last  years  total  of  $620,000. 

The  Pacifica  National  Board  Meeting  convened  in  Berkeley  from  September  11-13. 
The  budgets  from  all  of  the  Pacifica  units  were  ratified  and  several  other  major 
topics      were      discussed      and      resolved.  One      which      should      bring      some      delight      to      our 

listeners  is  the  development  of  a  national  program  fund  of  $85,000.  1'his  fund  will 
be  used  to  produce  programming  of  national  interest  to  be  used  at  the  five  Pacific* 
stations         around        the        country        and        other        interested        community        stations.  The 

Iran/Contra  hearings  were  a  qualitatively  successful  example  of  this  type  of  coverage 
and      were      significant     in     the     development     of     this      fund.  Priorities     for     use      of     these 

funds  have  not  yet  been  established  but  election  coverage  for  1988  is  high  on  the 
list. 

The  California  Arts  Council  training  grant  which  KPFK  applied  for  in  I-ebruary  of 
this  year  has  been  awarded  to  the  station  in  the  amount  of  $24,000.  I  am  extremely 
pleased  at  this  award  which  will  bring  a  highly  developed  training  model,  first 
csuiblishcd     at     our     sister     station     KPFA,     down     here     to     Los     Angeles.  I     had     the     good 

fortune  of  founding  this  program  in  Berkeley  which  has  since  gone  on  to  become  one 
of      the      most      rccogni/xd      training      models      in      the      country.  The     training      program      is 

designed  for  women  and  people  of  color  and  is  based  on  a  classic  apprenticeship  form 
with      stmcturcd     curriculum     and     duties     for     trainees.  More     details     will     be     provided     in 

the  coining  month.

Jamaica.  Our  special  tribute  wiU  be  produced  by  Miss  Wirewaist,  the  host  of  Sounds  of  Jamaica  (Saturdays  2:30  PM  -  5.30  PM).  This  memorial  special  will 
include  recordings  of  Tosh  both  as  a  solo  artist  and  as  a  member  of  the  WaUere  with  Bob  Marley.  Miss  Wirewaist  will  also  present  Jamaican  radio  tnbules 
and  remembrances  which  she  recorded  there  last  month.  She  also  has  rare  concert  recordings  of  Tosh  in  Los  Angeles,  as  weU  as  interviews  with  him  here  at 
KPFK.  Other  KPFK  programmers  will  also  contribute  to  this  special.
